An explosion occurred in No. G Union 


mine yesterday afternoon. 
Sixty men

A rescue party has failed to get down 
thus far. 
A special train has left Vic- 


toria with officials and doctors to con- 
nect with the steamer Joan, which 
bee'n ordered back from Vancouver. 


A» nearly as can i>e gathered the ex- 


plosion took place in No. G shaft in the 
Tillage of Cumberland. The explosion 
ignited the line, wrecking the shaft 
from midway to bottom, filling it with 
a mass of rocks, earth and timbers. 


Tb« first explosion was followed by 


others, while a dense volume of smoke 
pouring ;';-->u! the vent holes indicated 
that fire, as v. oil as gas was working 
destruction below. 
As soon as pos- 


sible after the accident the men of the 
morning shift in No. 5 shaft organized 
a rescue party. Xo. 5 is situated about 
a mile from No. C, but the two work- 
Ings wero connected by a tunnel and 
through this channel an attempt was 
made to help the unfortunate miners. 


The relief party had not cut their way 


many yards through the debris before 
they encountered fire. They were 
driven back. 
A message came by tele- 


phone tp tbe surface conveying the ter- 
rible news to the relatives of the im- 
prisoned men. 


Once more, however, the party re- 


turned to their task. Overcome at last 
by gas and smoke, they 
reluctantly 


withdrew from No. 5 and commenced 
work on a long cut from No. 4. the only 
other means of reaching the men. 
Work on this was prosecuted with the 
greatest vigor until abatement of the 
fire in Xo. 5 enabled them to return. 


Even should the rescuing party reach 


the interior of the wrecked workings 
there is little hope for any of tbe meu 
in, the sbaf t. 
The only way In which 


any of them could escape would be by 
reaching some remote portion of the 
works. 
The gas in a coal mine does 


its work iu a few minutes. Hence the 
hopelessness of the task of saving men 
who had been in it for bourn.

Demand For Merchandise For Prompt 


Consumption Dues Nat Decrease 
New York, Feb. 16.-E. G. Dun & 


Co.'s weekly review of trade says: 
Business continues of good volume in 
nearly all parts of tbe country and 
reports from the west and southwest of 
0 satisfactory distribution of mer- 
chandise by jobbers begin to have a 
familiar sound. 
Heavy orders come 


from agents on the road. 
There is no 


important change in prices in any de- 
partment of manufactured goods and 
some staples rise \vhile others decline, 
but tbe longer the situation remains as 
at present, the surer the business world 
feels about a rise in prices in the future, 
for the demand for merchandise for 
prompt consumption does not decrease. 


Some progress has been made in the 


direction of settlement of labor 
diffi- 


culties in the far west, and the tem- 
per of soft coal miners is more amicable, 
while there is little concern among steel 
interests over the sensational stories of 
organization at the mills to enforce de- 
mands for higher wages. 


At some points there are evidences of 


an inclination to delay operations in 
iron aiid steel until something definite 
is known regarding the proposed com- 
bination, but this applies only to small 
undertakings which are insignificant in 
comparison with the urgent dealings 
that cannot be postponed. 


No sign of weakness is apparent in 


any department of the boot and shoe in- 
dustry. 
Some manufacturers have 


booked orders that will insure running 
on full time well into May. 


News regarding the textile manufac- 


ture is less encouraging. 


Cotton fabrics continue quiet, and 


domestic mills are not fully occupied. 


Death of Author Thompson 


f>awfovds;rili;ef I»d,, Fgb.

After the war he be- 
came chief engineer of a railroad, and 
while engaged in this work met Alice 
Lee of Grawfordsville, whom he mar- 
ried. 
He lived with the 7, es at their 


home, beginning the practice of law.

Surprising Progress of the City 


In the Klondike. 


HAS THEEE SWELL DANOHfS CLUES 


Bicycles, Telephone* and Electric 


Liigbta « Hatter of Course—STcTrspn- 
pera, fkcmterm and Athletic Clubu. 
Laxnrlca Are Coiuaiom and Price* 
Are Down—Outlook For Mining. 
The days of sour dough have passed 


In Dawson, and no longer does the 
cheechako attract attention in the 
city's streets. Bicycles, telephones and 
electric lights have come to be a mat- 
ter of course, and the .mproved meth- 
ods of transportation promise the in- 
troduction there of all the luxuries of 
the east. 


Dawson now has three newspapers, 


and The Daily Klondike Nugget is one 
of Yukon territory's historical land- 
marks, according to its own state- 
ment. The Nugget has been establish- 
ed less than three years, from which 
It will be seen that such terms take on 
a new significance in a country where 
history makes so rapidly. The Nugget 
Issued a Christmas holiday number, 
ivhich was printed from its own type- 
getting machine, illustrated in black 
and white by its own engraving plant 
and bound in covers lurid in golf pink 
tints. This paper tells a lot about tbe 
Yukon river city's development and as- 
pirations that is interesting thousands 
of miles away. 


It will be news to many who have 


looked upon the residents of Dawson 
as a pack of rough miners and crim- 
inals to learn that, OB the contrary, 
the city has become a great social cen- 
ter. It is said that owing to the great 
incoming of respected femininity the 
present social season in Dawson far 
exceeds any of its predecessors. 
It 


may not be so fast and lurid, but it's 
bettor. There' arc three <3aac!ns clubs, 
each giving a party once a week, and 
three theaters, and, although one of 
them is closed, the others make up for 
It by presenting such first class attrac- 
tions as tbe O'Brien-Jackson vaude- 
ville company. 


There are two athletic clubs, and 


there are churches and free public 
library concert!. The social possibili- 
ties of the city, The Nugget thinks, 
assume rather imposing proportions, 
especially in view of "the evenings 
sure to be spent in private social inter- 
course (for Dawson has its entertain- 
ers—none better)." 


Dawson society evidently Intends to 


keep clean too. 
There was a time, 


The Nugget remarks, wbeii, if a man 
wanted a bath, he took it in a gold 
pan, and a clean shirt was to be had 
by washing a dirty one. Bathhouses 
there are now as thick as at Couey 
Island, and the wasbee weshee places 
are numerous and excellent, 


Dawgon has not etcaped the found- 


ing there of a Society For the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty t* Animals, and a 
public museum will' be built in the 
coming summer.. One of jthe great 


01 ice young city Is how to 


maintain the water supply during the 
winter. Zero weather bothers the peo- 
ple very little, but when the thermome- 
ter gets to thumping around 30 or 40 
degrees below zero the pipes will get 
cold and freeze. To obviate this trou- 
ble and to keep all those baths and 
laundries running the local inventors 
have been cvdgeling their brains and 
think they have hit upon a great 
scheme. They know that the iron wa- 
ter mains will carry a current of elec- 
tricity as well as copper wire or well 
enough, at any rate, and tbe plan is to 
hitch on their electric light plant and 
keep the water pipes warns. The plan 
can't be carried into execution until 
next fail for son..-} unfortunate reason. 


The population of Dawson is put at 


7,000, and wages have come down to 
about $8 a day. To offset this falling 
off in the income all foodstuffs and 
other necessaries are to be had much 
cheaper. 
In 1897 flour was Detailed 


at $60 a sack. 
Today it 'is to 


be bad for $6 a sack. Other commod- 
ities have decreased In price at about 
the same ratio, the result ef the im- 
proved transportation. 


It is in the development of means of 


travel that Dawson looks for a greater 
population abd the introduction of the 
comforts of civilization. Easier and 
cheaper transportation has made it pos- 
sible to take in boilers and engines, 
which In turn have made it possible to 
mine with machinery and steam, thus 
doing away with the crude and expen- 
sive fire mining. This example shows 
what the steamboat era has done for 
Dawson. 
Within a year the railroad 


era will have begun, and it is expected 
that it will work miracles for the min- 
ing industry. 


It Is possible that some anxiety Is 


being felt lest the placer mining may 
pot last forever. It is doubtless true 
that there are enough creeks and 
claims in tbe gold bearing region tc 
last for several years to come, but it is 
significant that miners are indulging in 
speculation as to the presence and val- 
ue of gold quartz. 
Duffierin Patullo 


wrote an article for The Nugget in 
which he shows a conservative enthu- 
siusiu ou Uie subject. 
He says that 


there seems to be no doubt that won- 
derfully rich surface Indications have 
been found, and, Although be does not 
prognosticate, he says it would not sur- 
prise him if the Yukon produced some 
of the greatest gold ledges In the world. 
Mr. Pntullo, places tbe gold output for 
1901 at $25,000.000. 


The firat casting ever made In the 


Yukon territory was made just before 
Christmas at the McDonald Iron works. [ 
The first product of the smelting de- 
partment was a pulley banger, which 
was as good a piece of workmanship 
as could be raaao in a much older shop.

re-assuring. It is reported from Pekin 
that the emperor has sent a discourt- 
eous refusal of the demands of the 
powers that certain officials suffer the 
penalty of death, arid it Is further re- 
ported that F.eld Marshal Count von 
Waldersee has t-nt an ultimatum to the 
court.

The 
court at Si-Ngau-Fu is helplessly in the 
hands of the condemned generals. 700 
qailes away flroru Pekin. If things con- 
tinKie the work for the sowers is the 
everthrow of xhe military power re- 
itricting the court, the rescue of the 
court from it ond the returning of tha 
court to Pekin. This means war and 
lots of it. It would probably mean the 
partition of China. 
The condemned 


military leadens will never permit the 
court to retuni to Pekin to be under 
the guidance of the foreign powers.

• The great faults 'of the modern piay, 
as I am led to believe, are extrava- 
gance and sensationalism. It is trashy 
and trivial. It injures the morals of 
the habitues chiefly through its belittling 
influence upon their minds. I know 
little about it except through the oc- 
casional reading- of a play; my judg- 
ment is based upon the testimony of 
intelligent play-goers. If the modern 
stage is sometimes coarse and vulgar, 
i.\ is probably no worse, as a rule, than 
the people who occupy the seats in 
front of it. I do not believe that this 
tends to elevate or refine the people 
who patronize it; it leaves them much 
'as it finds them; it reflects the life of 
the time.—Dr. Washington Gladden. 


This is another time when Dr. Glad- 


den doesn't know what he is talking 
about, 
and the only 
good feature 


about it is that he admits it. There 
are plays trashy, trivial, extravagant 
and sensational just as there are ser- 
mons which desarve all these adject- 
tlves. But there are good plays, and 
we arc speaking ot the work of the 
modern dramatist. All the people who 
Sit in church are not saints; neither 
are all the people who patronize the 
theatre. It is trashy, trivial, extrava- 
gant and sensational to say or to imply 
that the theater-goer is coarse and 
vulgar. 
. Dr. Gladden does not believe that the 
theater tends to elevate or refine the 
people who patronize it. Happily Dr. 
ttladden's 
belief in this respect is of 


little consequence and does not alter ' 
the fact.' Dr. Gladden would be well 
satisfied with himself and would be the 
greatest preacher of his time if he had 
a* deeply stirred as many hearts for 
goai is "Shore Acr-s," n»<1 "Png- Hnr- 
bor" have done. But he hasn't, and his 
fame and his usefulness are just so 
much less. 


The modern stage but "reflects the 


life of the time." Well, that life should 
be a pretty good one to reflect since 
there are so many pulpjts loose in it 
to make it good. And it is good. It is 
far sweeter in its morals and far 
deeper and stronger in ita caving faith 
than many who sit in judgment on it. 
The thought is often brought to us by 
the abundance of shallow criticism 
that is afloat that it isn't the richest of 
this life that gets to the positions of 
authority to return verdicts and hand 
down decisions concerning 
it.

However, Dr. Gladden need not be 


p,rou,d of the paragraph we have quot- 
ed. First, the pfey "injures the morals 
of th« habitues," th«n "it leaves them 
njucb a* it Hnds them."

worse than the people who occupy the 
seats." Still it is among these people, 
these who patronize a "coarse and 
vulgar' stage which i» "probably no 
worse" than they, that Dr. Gladden 
finds the "intelligent play-goers" from 
whom he gets "testimony" for his con- 
clusions. 


What Dr. Gladden really has to say 


about the stage is partly told in hie 
words, "I Know little about it," which 
should be amended to read, "I know 
nothing about it, but must say Borne- 
thing Just the same."

Mrs. Carrie Nation, the Kansas sa- 


loon wrecker, has rather a kindly face 
when she is engaged in anything else 
than wielding the hatchet in a bar- 
room. She wears black silk dresses, 
bonnets that are sadly out of date, 
and her hair is gray. 


Twenty-five years ago she was the 


wife of a physician, at Holden, Mo. 
After a year of married life he died 
of delirium tremens. Over his grave, 
she has since declared, she took an 
oath that tie rest of her life should 
be spent in fighting against the sale 
of liquor. 


After ten years of widowhood she 


married an equally enthusiastic prohi- 
bitionist and smashed her first saloon. 
It was the handsomest barroom at 
Medicine Lodge, where she was then 
livins. 
She was arrested and kept 


in jail until the county attorney had 
the charges against her dismissed. He 
expressed the opinion that she was in- 
sane.

Several 
weeks ago he issued a challenge to race 
any boat handled by one person across 
the "pond." Although scores of would 
be "lone voyagers" have coinuiunicated 
with his manager, all "backed out" ex- 
cept Miss Albcna Carpenter of Boston. 
But. according to the conditions of the 
race, she will not bo allowed to accept 
the challenge, as she does not intend to 
go alone, but will have Captain An- 
drews sail her boat.

Pickled railroad ties are no-vr being 


•used to a great extent all over the 
country. A number of railroads have 
plants of their own In which the ties 
are pickled. How to preserve the ties 
and add to their life durability has 
been a serious problem for railroad op- 
eratives ever since the early days of 
transportation by rail. The constant 
•wear and tear has necessitated their 
replacement as soon as they were per- 
ceptibly worn. A solution of chloride 
of ziue is applied by a specially arrang- 
ed process. The ties are put in large 
airtight cylinders, the air is pumped 
out. 
ar-d t>ao ties are heated hot by 


steam. The chemicals are then pump- 
ed In and the ties kept In the solution 
under high pressure until they are satu- 
rated.

Pittsfield this noon, They were asked 
if their work so far had aad any defi- 
nite results, but would not say. They 
have heard many 
stories,

Their work is all directed towards 


locating the "wire gang:" at the time 
of the murder.

in the tenements in

block farther north on the same street, 
conducted by Mrs. Hill. The other two 
staged at a house on Lincoln street. 


It has .been leamed thai, the men 


came to this city on Saturday after- 
noon, two days bei'oie the murder of 
Miss Fosburg in Pittsfield. The two 
whu stayed in Mrs. Hill's tenement en- 
g-aged the room for three nights, and 
the room was occupied Saturday, Sun- 
day and Monday nights. Mrs. Hill did 
not see the men after that except once 
on the street. She was shown pictures 
of the "wire gang," and recognized 
that of Bly positively as one of the 
two who stayed at her house. 


It has also been learned that on Mon- 


day morning, the two did not return 
to their room till abc-ut 2.30 in

morning, and that from that time on 
the room was occupied till Monday 
noon.

Brooklyn 'Women to Mother Sew 


Schedule For Car Fores. 


An interesting bill will be introduced 


In the New York legislature by the 
Women's Reform club of Brooklyn. 
It will provide that the street railways 
In Brooklyn, both surface and elevat- 
ed, shall not receive more than 2 cents 
as the fare of standing passengers, S 
cents more to be collected when they 
get a seat If a seat is not given to a 
passenger when he enters the car and 
after paying 2 cents for his ride he is 
later offered a seat, he may have the 
right to elect whether or not he shall 
accept it 
If he accepts it, he must 


pay the conductor the additional sum 


] of 3 cents; if he does not accept it, no 


other fare shall be collected for the re- 
mainder of his ride. 


Regardinc transfers, a passenger who 


has only paid a 2 cent fare will not be 
entitled to a seat in any other car to 
winch he may be transrerreu uniess he 
has first paid fin additional 3 cents. 


Mrs. G. S. Perbaes, chairman of the 


legislative committee of the Women's 
Reform club, has sent a letter to Gov- 
ernor Odell in which she writes that 
at almost any hour of the day it is dif- 
ficult to obtain even a single sent in 
any of the Brooklyn cars and that in 
the busy hours it is not ..an uncommon 
tiling to see men and even women 
hanging to the rail, of overcrowded 
cars, with only one foot at rost, find 
that upon the lower step of the plat- 
form.

Result ot Pastor's Opposition in South 


Church at Pitttfield 


The long debate in the South Con- 


gregationlaJ church of Pittsfieia over 
the Christian Kndeavor society and its 
pledge, ended last evening in the abol- 
ishing of the Christian Endeavor so- 
city. In its place will be organized a 
young people's society on broader lines, 
following the the wishes ofl the pastor, 
Rev. I. C. Smarl. The finlal action was 
taken by the church as a whole, to 
whom the matter was referred for ar- 
bitration. The vote was 84 in favor of 
abolishing the society, to 66 against it. 


The pastor sent a circular letter to 


aft members of the society in which 
he stated his objection to the pledge. 
The chief point made in the letter was 
stated as follows: 


"The society in many ways has done 


and is doing good work. The motive 
for changing it is simply that an oppor- 
tunity which it cannot enter., with its 
present constitution, may be opened to 
it, 


"In my judgment the trouble is with 


the pledge aronnrt which the society is 
organized. The pledge as you know re- 
quires all perosns who take it "to be 
present at an'1 to take some part, aside 
flrom singing, hi every Christian En- 
deavor prayer meeting, unless hinder- 
ed by some reason which they (I) can 
conscientiously give to their (my) 
Lord anlj Master." None can be active 
members of the society; none can vote 
or hold office, but such as are willing 
to bind themselves by that agreement. 


"An increasing number of men, young 


and old, turn a way from a promise of 
such awful solemnity concerning a 
matter which sec-ins to them to be of 
secondary imuoi tance. 


"The great objection to the pledge 


is not to its contents, nor to the fact 
that it is a pledge. The serious fatai 
e^'il of it is that it is made into a 
standard, to U-!iich all must conform or 
be marked as in some way inferior per- 
sons. To say that all the 
Christian 


yourJ;? people of a church ought to take 
such a pledge as a part of their Christ- 
ian duty is a grave contradiction of 
the liberty wherewith Christ has set 
us free." 


At the meeting Friday evening Dr. 


I. S. F. Dodd spoke in defense of the 
pledge, answering the pastor's objec- 
tion. This was the only debate on the
